To  the  Ghairnan  and  Ivlembers  of  the 
ooaford  Public  Health  Cociniittee . 

Hr,  Chair  roan,  Miss  Bar  ford  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  thj  honour  to  submit  the  a.nnual  Report  on  the  state  of 
public  health  and  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  Saaford  for  the 
-oar  1953. 

The  estimated  population  of  Jeaford  for  1953  10,360.  In  1901 

the  census  figure  was  3,355  and  in  1951  it  v;as  9,023.  In  a  little 
over  fifty  years  the  population  of  the  town  has  more  than  trebled. 

Population  increases  depend  upon  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  difference  between  immigration  and  emigration 
on  the  other . 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1953  was  8.11  per  1,000  population  and 
the  comparable  birth  rate  was  10.38  per  1,000  population  whilst  the 
birth  rate  for  England  and  i;7ales  for  the  same  year  vjas  15.5  per  1,000 
population , 

The  crude  death  rate  for  the  year  under  review  was  12.35  per  1,000 
population.  On  application  of  a  comparability  factor  to  the  crude  rate 
30  that  the  resultant  rate  may  be  used  to  compare  it  fairly  with  that 
of  who  country  as  a  whole  and  with  that  of  other  areas,  a  comparable 
rate  of  9,88  per  1,000  population  resulted.  The  death  rate  for  England 
and  /ales  for  1953  was  11,4  per  1,000  population. 

In  the  latter  years  of  the  war  and  in  post  war  years,  the  birth 
rates  for  oeaford  were  exceptionally  high.  The  poalc  was  reached  in 
1944  when  the  crude  birth  rate  was  27.60  whilst  the  death  rate  for  that 
year  was  20.10.  In  1945  and  1946  the  high  birth  rates  continued  and 
^jcrc  20, <16  and  19.19  whilst  the  death  rates  were  14,88  and  10.91.  Tho 
birth  rate  continued  to  fall  in  1947  when  it  was  recorded  as  16.18  and 
the  death  rate  was  11. 15,.  Thereafter  there  was  a  steady  decline  in  the 
birth  rate  throughout  tho  years  1948  to  1953  and  the  average  annual 
ra-oo  for  those  years  was  10.23  whilst  the  average  annual  death  rate  was 
15.08.  .,‘11  these  are  crude  rates. 
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At  pro  sent  due  to  the  ago  structure  in  the  ■Govm,high  birth  rates 
carxnot  bo  expected  and  they  are  lilccl^r  to  continooat  a  lo\\;  rate  in 
the  future  unless  there  is  an  increase  in  the  younger  section  of  the 
coiiiiianity .  There  is  novv  a  larger  section  of  the  middle  aged  and 
oldcrly  in  the  town  than  tJiat  of  the  youinger  generation. 

The  numbers  of  people  who*  have  immigrated  into  Seaford  and  of  those 
who  xbavo  emigrated  out  of  it  cannot  be  given  with  any  degree  of  exactness 
but  the  excess  of  the  difference  between  immigration  and  emigration  over 
tto  difference  botvjoen  the  births  and  deaths  in  the  last  five  years  was 
391.  The  gain  in  population  therefore  in  those  3^oars  was  effected  by 
the  excess  of  people  who  came  into  the  toivn  over  those  who  left  it  as 
the  number  of  births  was  below  the  number  of  deaths. 

xipart  from  the  latter  years  of  war  and  the  post  war  years  when  the 
numbers  of  births  exceeded  the  numbers  of  deaths  the  grovjth  in  the 
population  of  Seaford  has  depended  upon  the  increased  number  of  people 
viho  have  come  to  stay  in  the  tovm. 

Vihat  is  going  to  happen  in  the  future  as  regards  a  further  increase 
in  the  size  of  the  community  is  largely  a  jib t tor  of  conjecttire.  Llany 
factors  are  involved  such  as  economics,  the  age  at  marriage,  the  birth 
rate,  the  size  of  families,  the  mortality  rate  and  the  difference 
botwGon  immigration  and  emigration. 

In  recent  years  whon  we  have  witnessed  the  pound  buying  less  and 
loss, people  who  in  former  years  were  able  to  retire  are  now  unable  to 
do  so.  Marriages  are  now  taking  place  c-t  later  ages.  Tho  birth  rate 
in  dcaford  is  declining  and  is  now  less  than  tho  death  rate,  and  larger 
families  are  no  longer  the  order  of  the  day.  On  the  other  hand  mortality 
has  been  declining  generally  for  many  years.  There  are  several  reasons 
ior  this  decline  and  they  arc  the  increase  in  the  general  standard  of 
living,  particularly  in  the  improvement  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
food,  clothing  and  housing  available  to  the  mass  of  the  comiaunity,  tho 
improvement  of  tho  educational  level  of  the  population  generally  in 
regard  to  matters  affecting  health,  tho  progress  of  medical  knowledge 
the  expansion  and  improvement  of  health  services. 

Tho  difficulties  of  our  nati.iral  economic  position  somewhat  cloud 
fho  outlook  for  the  continuod  imorovoment  of  the  standard  of  life  since 
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living  standards  nay  be  affected  by  sono  far  roaching  world  dislocation 
and  resultant  difficulties  experienced  in  t.'ais  country.  These 
difficulties  may  effect  nothing  worse  than  a  slight  and  temporary  set 
bach  of  the  standard  of  life  but  improvement  in  education  and  health 
services,  especially  in  medical  knowledge,  vvill  go  on  without  interruption 
The  possibility  of  future  wars  has  been  omitted  deliberately  as  a 
Gontingency  whose  effects  cannot  bo  measured  in  advance.  It  is  assumed 
that  the  fall  in  the  death  rates  will  continue.  The  death  rates  at 
high  ages  have  been  falling  since  1939  rauch  faster  than  over  the  last 
50  years  as  a  whole  and  this  rather  exceptional  drop  may  be  the 
precursor  of  considerable  further  reductions  in  the  futumo. 

There  was  a  high  average  ago  at  death  (72  years)  in  Scaford  for  the 
year  1953.  The  old  people  of  today  reach  much  higher  ages  than  their 
predecessors  did  formerly  although  they  are  the  survivors  of  generations 
born  when  standards  of  living  wore  much  lower  than  they  are  now  and  wore 
exposed  in  their  early  lives  to  conditions  which  were  much  less  healthy 
than  they  are  now.  They  will  be  followed  in  the  old  age  groups  by 
generations  brought  up  in  conditions  much  more  favourable  and  those 
younger  generations  are  likely  to  bo  much  healthier  on  average  and  to 
chovj  lower  mortality  rates  at  higher  ages.  The  average  age  at  death 
is  therefore  likely  to  be  increased  in  eoaford  in  the  future. 

Ivlatornal  Mortality  in  Soaford  for  1953  v^as  nil  and  this  has  been 
txho  case  for  the  last  five  years.  This  is  most  satisfactory  and  great 
credit  must  bo  given  to  doctors  and  nurses  for  their  care  and  management 
^  of  nothors  whereby  none  of  the  latter  were  lost  through  childbirth  or 
its  consequences.  This  freedom  from  maternal  mortality  for  as  long  a 
period  of  five  successive  years  in  Soaford  is  unparalleled.  Mntornal 
deaths  of  Scaford  residents  are  so  infrequent  that  only  two  occurred  in 
the  last  nine  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Hate  for  1953  for  Soaford  was  35.71.  This 
rote  represents  the  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
Vvhich  amoiuitod  to  three  per  1,000  live  births.  The  infantile  Mortality 
i  x^ato  for  Sngland  and  V/alos  for  the  sama  year  was  26.8.  One  loss  death 
in  Soaford  would  have  made  the  rate  23,81.  ?or  the  last  nine  years  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Hate  for  Seaford  was  25.40  whilst  that  of  England 
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ancl  v.'alos  for  the  sane  period  was  34.4. 


Host  of  the  deaths  of  infants 


andor  one  year  of  age  occur  in  the  first  nonth  of  life  and  inany  soon 
after  birth.  The  causes  vvhich  operate  chiefly  during  the  first  nonth 
:f  infant  life  and  cause  death  are  congenital  naif orriations,prcnat unity , 
airth  injur:*  and  the  like  and  the  chances  of  survival  arc  very  poor. 

In  the  general  population  heart  disease  caused  2£.l^i  of  the  total 
::aths  during  the  year.  This  cause  was  followed  by  voscul.r  lesions  of 
hie  nervous  syston  Vvhich  accounted  for  18. and  then  by  cancer  which 
c  0  c  0  ujit  c  d  f  or  15 . 4^0 . 

A  total  of  443  ca&js  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  in  oeaford

1953.  Of  the  total  420  were  cases  of  ncasles.  Measles  is  one  of 


tile  virus  diseases  and  its  spread  is  effected  by  infected  droplets  of 
tlio  secretions  of  the  nose  and  throat  spread  by  coughing,  sneezing  and 
vV'^n  expired  during  talking  and  spread  also  by  infected  articles  such  as 
handkerchiefs.  It  is  one  of  the  raost  easily  transnissiblo  of  infectious 
diseases.  The  period  of  coiamunicability  is  usually  in  the  catarrxhal 
stages  before  the  rash  appears  and  this  nakos  it  difficult  to  stop  the 
sproad  once  the  disease  has  broken  out.  lortunr.tely ,  none  of  the  cases 
were  so  ill  as  to  require  hospital  treatnent.  In  urban  corimunit ie s 
exclusion  of  exposed  susceptible  children  and  teachers  from  school  has 
proved  of  no  practical  value  in  a  general  outbreak,  but  quarantining 
of  institutions  of  young  children  and  of  wards  or  dormitaries  whore 
exposure  is  suspected  is  of  value. 

Thirteen  cases  of  v^hooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year. 

This  infectious  disease  is  transmitted  through  direct  contact  with  an 
infected  person  or  by  contact  with  articles  freshly  soiled  with  droplet 
discharges  from  the  throat.  It  is  particularly  communicable  in  the 
early  catarrhal  period  before  the  characteristic  paroxysmal  cough 
reveals  the  true  nature  of  the  disoaso.  ^.iS  in  the  ce.so  of  measles 
once  the  disease  begins  in  a  community  it  is  difficult  to  stop.  xiS  in 
nvjaslos  also  a  number  of  children  have  been  naturally  immunised  against 
disease  though  having  former  attacks  and  this  resist  infection. 

The  nujraber  of  cases  contracting  the  disease  varies  from  year  to  year  and 
depends  upon  how  many  children  arc  naturally  imiiiunc  and  thus  able  to 
resist  infection.  --.rrangoments  have  novj  been  made  to  immunise  children 
-lainst  Wxhooping  cough  with  a  combined  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough

Tho  rest  of  the  infectious  discasos  notified  vjoro  vory  foil  in 
•aiiribor  and  they  vvero  pncnjiionia  (6);  scarlet  favor  (2)  and  orysipolas  (2), 
There  \Jorc  no  deaths  of  any  of  tho  total  of  443  casos  of  infectious 
aiooasos  notified.  fho  last  ease  of  diphtheria  notified  in  Soaford 
was  in  1946  and  this  is  nore  than  sufficient  testiriony  of  the  effectiveness 
of  ii-nmunisation  against  the  disease  which  has  been  so  successfully 


carried  out . 

A  total  of  twenty-two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  of  txvo 
non-pulfiionary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  tho  year.  Of  the 
pulnonary  tuberculosis  casos  eight  were  of  those  who  had  moved  into 
ocaford  from  other  areas.  There  were  two  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  one  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Moro  intensive  case  finding  has  revealed  more  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  recent  years  and  this  is  all  to  the  good  as  once  the  cases  are  un¬ 
earthed  treatment  can  be  corunonced  earlier  than  before.  This  disease, 
which  has  long  been  a  scourge,  is  being  mastered  gradually  towards 
eradication . 

During  the  year  matters  concerning  rehousing  occupied  a  good  deal 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  time.  In  all  584  interviews,  659  letters 
and  21  inspections  were  involved  beside  revision  of  the  housing  list, 
preparation  of  applications,  tho  keeping  of  records,  and  attendances  at 
ibusing  Selection  Sub-committee  mootings.  At  the  end  of  1953  the 
waiting  list  consisted  of  269  applicants  excluding  34  families  in  temporary 
eccoiimodat ion  and  10  families  in  prefabricated  bungalows.  The  keeping 
of  housing  lists  as  more  applications  are  made  xmll  remain  a  necessary 
function  for  some  years  to  come. 

Properties  v;horo  rodent  infestation  was  suspected  or  allayed 
totalled  452  and  when  those  were  inspected  92  wore  found  to  bo  infested, 
the  infested  oropertios  wore  suitably  treated.  Pats  and  mice  are  the 
j-Asorvoirs  and  sources  of  several  diseases  and  action  in  suppressing 
indents  is  essential  to  keep  the  rodent  population  down.  Complcto 
determination  is  a  biological  impossibility. 

Tho  bulk  of  tho  milk  supply  in  Doaford  was  pasteurised  and  this 
mans  that  any  chance  of  conveying  infection  through  it  was  minimised. 
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?ood  shops  inspoctod  in  tho  town  revealed  a  hi^i^  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  there  v;ere  no  casoS  of  food  poisoning  notified. 

The  3anitar3/  Inspector  in  the  coarse  of  his  duties  made  1,092 
inspections.  Perusal  of  a  list  of  these  will  indicate  the  scope  and 
variety  of  tho  Sanitary  Inspector's  work. 

As  before  the  licenced  caravan  site  on  inspections  throughout  the 
yoar  showed  that  the  camp  was  run  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner  , 

Sea  ford  has  more  than  tho  average  share  of  sunshine  found  in  coastal 
resorts.  In  1953  there  vvas  a  total  of  1,648.9  hours.  In  tho  months  of 
parch  to  October  the  sunshine  totalled  1,624.9  hours  which  was  more  than 
the  total  nuraber  of  hours  sunshine  for  tho  whole  year  experienced  in 
riany  other  sea-side  resorts  throughout  tho  country.  The  total  rainfall 
in  Seaford  in  1953  was  20.27  inches,  which  is  low,  as  it  usually  is.  The 
noan  temperature  averaged  56.9^  from  April  to  September  and  44,6^  from 
October  to  March.  Tho  experience  of  many  doctors  who  send  their 
patients  to  the  town  and  of  organisations  which  have  convalescent  homos 
in  it  show  that  there  is  a  wealth  of  health  in  the  Seaford  air. 

The  main  points  of  this  x.nnual  Peport  are  tho  growth  of  tho 
population,  Seaford  having  more  than  trebled  its  size  in  the  last  fifty 
years.  The  year  1953  showed  a  low  birth  rate  and  a  low  comparable  death 
rate.  The  average  ago  at  death  was  high.  There  wore  nc  deaths  of 
.aethers  in  or  in  consequence  of  childbirth  and  there  was  an  absence  of 
Such  deaths  in  Seaford  for  the  last  five  years.  Only  two  maternal 
deaths  occurred  in  the  last  nine  years.  Por  tho  last  nine  years  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Pate  for  )Soaford  was  25,40  as  against  34.4  for 
-'.rgland  and  vialos  for  tho  same  period,  npart  from  an  outbreak  of  moasles 
in  the  year  under  review  tho  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was 
conparc tivcly  light.  No  deaths  occurred  of  any  of  the  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified.  The  rorjarks  concerning  tlio  continued  absence  of 
I  diphtheria  cases  is  nov^  a  coiunon  feature  of  xxJinual  Health  Poports. 
danitary  circumstances  during  tho  year  were  good.  It  is  pleasing  to 
iacorf  that  the  iiigh  degree  of  cleanliness  of  Seaford  shops  was  maintained, 
-itog^thor  1953  was  a  very  satisfactory  year  as  far  as  Public  Health 
!  in  Seaford  was  concerned.

I  shovvs  an  increase  of  20  on  the  comparative  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
As,  in  actual  fact, 44  more  deaths  than  births  took  place  in  the  district

I  (during  the  period  under  reviev^/,  it  v\jould  appear  that  the  increase 

recorded  is  made  up  of  the  excess  of  immigrants  into  the  area  over  the 
j  onigrants  vvho  loft  it.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Seaford*s  healthy  climate 
’  is  having  a  far-reaching  effect  on  the  build-up  of  the  town’s  population. 
'■Aionever  an  elderly  couple  move  into  tlao  town  to  enjoy  a  well-earned 
rotirement ,  they  utilise  accommodation  that  might  otherwise  have  been 
occupied  by  a  young  married  couple  who  in  time  ivould  probably  have 
'  brought  up  a  family.  Thus  the  entry  into  the  town  of  a  comparatively 

largo  number  of  retired  people  has  a  two-fold  effect  in  increasing  the

of  the  population.  Primarily,  because  the  rotirol  pooplo 
tiiwmsolvcs  arc  usually  -vvoll  above  iiiiddle  ago  and  secondly,  in  tliat 
tlieir  entry  into  the  to\m  makes  it  more  difficult  for  the  youngor 
couples  to  set  up  home  and  roar  young  families.  The  only  way  in  which 
this  rather  unwolcome  effect  of  Seaford’s  popularity  can  be  overcome 
-i.s  to  use  every  endeavour  to  build  sufficient  houses  for  both  residents 
and  irmiigrants.  There  are  encouraging  signs  that  it  is  becoming 
possible  to  build  houses  with  greater  freedom  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
every  advantage  will  bo  taken  of  any  relaxation  of  controls  which  may 
occur  . 

The  vital  index  shown  in  the  table  is  arrived  at  by  dividing  the 
number  of  births  during  the  year  in  the  area  under  review  by  the  number 
of  deaths  and  multiplying  the  result  by  a  hundred.  The  figure  thus 
obtained  is  a  measui’c  of  tiio  population’s  biological  condition  and  any 
such  figure  above  a  hundred  shews  that  births  in  the  area  have  more  than 
conpensatod  for  the  deaths  which  have  taken  place  during  the  same  period. 

Per  the  fifth  year  in  succession  the  vital  index  for  Scaford  has 
iGllon  bolovv  a  hundred,  indicating  that  the  number  of  Scaford  inhabit¬ 
ants  Xvho  havj  died  has  exceeded  the  number  of  births  to  Scaford  mothers. 
This  trend  is,  of  course,  probably  the  result  of  the  tondoncy , discussed 
above,  of  elderly  retired  couples  to  immigrate  into  the  town. 

Maternal  Mortality 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  no  mother  resident  in  Serf  or  d  has 
died  in  or  in  consoquonce  of  childbirth, vjhilo  o^nly  two  maternal  deaths 
have  occurred  in  the  past  nine  years.  During  the  nine  year  period 
nearly  eleven  hundred  births  took  place  and  the  average  rate  for  the 
-'Too  por  1,000  live  and  still  births  during  the  nine-year  period  is 
l.;3s  than  two.

During  the  year  1953  throe  infants  under  one  year  of  ago  diod  in 
ooaford.  This  r.jpresented  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  35,71  per 
-^-,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  V/ales  was  26.8  por  1,000 
related  live  births  during  1953, but  it  must  be  rememberud  that  one 
less  infantile  death  in  oeaford  during  the  year  would  ha.ve  reduced  the 
infant  mortality  rate  to  23.81  per  1,000,  a  lowor  figure  than  that  for

Til-  crud^  birth  rate  for  th.^  year  under  r^vi.^vv  i^as  S,ll  per  1,000 
population.  This  rate  represents  a  drop  of  1.08  on  the  rate  for  1952 
ciicl  is  a  continuation  of  the  stoady  declino  which  has  tahon  plac-  since 
1944,  wiion  the  rato  for  the  year  was  27.60.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Talcs  for  1953  was  15.5  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  rate  for 
deaf  or  d  is  very  little  no  re  than  half  of  the  national  figure.  This, 
no  doubt,  is  due  to  three  nain  factors,  namely:  the  large  number  of 
old  people  who  have  moved  into  Seaford  to  enjoy  a  v/ell-earnod  retiremont, 
the  largo  residential  school  population,  and  the  number  of  old  folhs 
hones  and  nursing  homes  which  offer  permanent  homes  in  the  town  to 
invalids  and  elderly  people. 

An  area  comparability  factor  of  1.28  is  applicable  to  the  birth 
rote  in  the  tovm.  This  factor  is  supplied  by  the  Aogistrar-General  in 
order  that  a  fair  comcarison  ma^^  be  made  between  the  local  birth  rates

The  death  rate  for  the  year  under  r-vievv  was  12.35  per  1,000

The  Public  Eealth  Laboratory,  established  at  the  Poyal  Sussex  County 
lospital , Brighton,  has  jjroved  a  great  assistance  during  the  year. 

The  Laboratory  has  carried  out  for  the  Urban  District , free  of  charge 
tiiG  examnat ion  of  sputum  and  throat  swabs  and  has  also  undertaken  the 
examination  of  milk.  .iltogether  the  Laboratory  carried  out  23  different 
examinations  for  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  under  review.  This 
service  is  extremely  valuable  both  to  your  IMdical  Officer  of  Eealth  and 
to  the  Medical  Practitioners  practising  in  the  district.  It  is 
particularly  useful  in  providing  a  certain  means  of  discovering  whether 
or  not  a  person  has  been  invaded  by  the  infective  organism  causing 
tuberculosis  and  is  also  of  great  use  in  detecting  any  infective 
organisms  in  milk,  ice-cream  or  foodstuffs  generally. 


Ambulance  Paciliti^_s 

The  provision  of  the  ambulance  service  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Last  oLissex  County  Council , which  houses  one  ambulance  in  the  town  and, 
by  arrangement  with  the  Urban  District  Council,  office  accommodation  is 
provided  in  the  Municipal  Buildings  for  the  staff  of  txvo  drivers.  During 
1953  this  vehicle  ivas  available  for  the  conve^mnce  of  both  infectious 
and  non-inf ectiou.s  cases  and  arrangements  were  in  being  for  the  disinfec¬ 
tion  of  ambulance,  bedding , clothing  etc.,  after  use  for  the  transport  of 
an  infectious  case.  If  a  further  call  is  received  while  the  ambulance 
is  out  on  duty,  arrangements  are  in  being  for  the  call  to  be  dealt  vMth 
by  other  depots  in  the  area.

pour  iiundred  and  twenty  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  Soaford 
during  1953.  This  represents  94.8  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
notifications  of  infectious  disease  received  during  the  year.  This  is  a 
rather  high  figure  after  three  years  of  very  low  incidence,  the  number 
of  cases  in  1950,1951  and  1952  being  33,  50  and  6  re sp^jct ivoly . 

-ill  of  the  casus  were  treated  at  home  and  made  rapid  and  unovonoful 
recoveries . 

Hoasles  mainly  affects  children  under  seven  years  of  ago, and  before 
the  introduction  of  penicillin  and  the  sulpha  drugs  broncho-pneumonia 
often  developed  as  a  fatal  complication.  Since  the  use  of  these  drugs, 
horvovGr,the  number  of  deaths  has  been  reduced  to  very  small  proportions 
snd  the  complications , which  in  the  past  h^^vo  often  had  a  lasting 
'^•etrimcntal  effect  on  the  patients*  ears  or  eyes, are  now  nearly  always 
G voided  .

^^U''ing  the  year  umdjr  review: ,  represent  ing  2.9  per  cent  of  all  the 
notifications  of  infectious  disease  received  during  tho  year.  Hone  of 
^bose  cases  were  of  sufficient  seventy  to  merit  aamiscion  to  hcspj.tal. 
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JilthoLiiiih  the  district  has  been  luci-ry  in  that  onl^"  mild  cases  of  vvhoopin^^ 
couph  occurred,  it  must  be  r ome Liber ed  that  the  illness  can  be  a  very 
dangerous  one , especially  in  the  case  of  very  young  children.  Throughout 
uho  country  the  case  fatality  of  ivhooping  cough  is  about  five  times  that 
of  measles . 

Tor  a  number  of  years  efforts  have  been  made  to  develop  a  combined 
vaccine  vvhich  offers  protection  against  both  diphtheria  and  vvhooping 
cough  and  several  are  now  available  which  have  been  proved  to  be 
satisfactory,  .mnnngements  are  being  completed  to  mahc  one  of  these 
combined  preparations  available  throug-hout  the  district  and  it  is  to  be 
roped  that  within  a  very  few  years  a  case  of  whooping  cough  will  be  the 
rarity  that  diphtheria  has  now  become.

Six  cases  of  pneiuTiOnia  were  notified  during  the  year  under  review 
none  of  which  were  sufficiently  serious  to  require  admission  to  hospital. 
All  c-soG  notified  maoc  satisfactory  recoveridS. 

Scarlet  Tever 

Only  tvvo  cases  of  scarlet  fever  ivere  notified  in  the  town  duming 
195e,  one  of  vvhich  was  admitted  to  hospital.  The  case  was  of  a  bo^u^^gsd 
S  years, ivho  made  o.  complete  recovery  and  'vuas  discharged  three  w’oeks 
a  iter  a  dmi  ss  ion  . 

Tarly  recognition  of  the  disease  and  immediate  isolation  of  the 
patient  are  very  important  as  the  period  of  infectivity  bogJiis  at  the 
earliest  stage  of  an  attach.  n  daily  doso  of  a  sulphonamide  dr u^, given 
under  medical  supervision,  will  provide  protect  ion  for  the  majority  of 
persons  enp.osed  to  scarlet  fever  infection.  This ,  howovor ,  does  not 
obviate  the  necessity  for  appropriate  precaut ions , such  as  the  isolation 
of  the  patient , exclusion  of  contacts  from  school, and  oho  exclusion  of 
infected  persons  from  handling  milk  and  milk  products.

Tvvo  cases  of  erysipelas  wore  notified  in  1953,  both  of  which  were 

treated  at  ho:ij  and  made  uneventful  recoveries.  Prior  to  the  use  of 

otloromycot in  and  the  sulphonamide  drugs  many  cases  of  erysipelas 

-osulted  in  a  long  and  critical  illness  and  death  frcouontly  ensued. 

low  deaths  now  occur  due  to  the  disoaso  and , gonorally  speaking, tho  soveraty 

of  the  illness  is  greatly  reduced  and  a  cure 
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Of  tho  toal  nuLib.n''  of  443  casos  of  infoctious  iisoaso  which  wero 
notified  in  ooaford  during  1953,  433,  or  97,7  per  cent,,  wero  cases  of 

i-joaslos  or  whooping  cough.  -.lthorgh,unf  ortunatoly ,  it  is  not  yet 
oossiblo  to  give  any  form  of  provoxitive  treatment  against  measles  that 
is  difectivc  for  more  than  a  very  short  while,  the  vaccines  available 
for  the  prevention  of  whooping  cough  are  becoming  increasingly  effective, 
iho  control  of  this  disease  will  result  in  the  reduction  of  the  incidence 
of  infectious  dis.jase  in  this  country  by  very  nearly  half,  and  it  is 
oncoui’aging  to  learn  that  it  is  more  than  probably  that  this  day  is  by 


no  means  remote  . 
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Tuber  cu losis 

In  1953 , deaf oTd  had  twenty-two  now  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  two  nei;  non-pulmonary  cases.  There  were  Uvo  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  one  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Details  are

The  incidence  of  the  22  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
in  1953  is  2.12  per  1,:000  population. 
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Tho  t'wo  deaths  from  pulmonary  and  ono  from  non-pulmonar y 
!  tabor culosi s  vhiich  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  during  1913  shovv  a 
!  combined  death  rate  for  pulmonary  and  non-pulraonur y  cases  of  0.29  per 
i  1,000  population.  It  must  bo  remembered  that  one  sin,  le  death  more  or 
j  less  in  the  Urban  District  alters  the  rate  per  1,000  for  the  district 
I  by  approximately  0.10. 

I  There  ar^  no  large  factories  in  heaford  as  there  are  in  laroO 
j  industrial  centres  and  statistical  evidence  has  accumulated  that

'  infection  v;ith  pulmonary  tuberculosis  of  vvorhers  in  large  factories 
I  from  one  \vorher  to  the  other  has  made  an  important  contribution  to  the 
incidence  of  this  type  of  disease.  r.bout  ten  years  ago  the  theory  vjas 
h;.ld  that  cases  of  adult  tuberculosis  V'jore  due  usually  to  a  breakdovm 
of  lesions  acquired  in  childhood.  Since  the  national  Tuberculin 
;  eurvey  in  1952  it  was  shovm  that  more  than  half  the  school  leavers  in 
iiiglc-nd  and  vvales  vvere  tuberculin  negative.  The  theory  of  the 
breahdo\m  of  childhood  lesions  is  no  longer  tenable.  The  chances  of 
,  f-'.e  mass  spread  of  tuberculosis  in  Seaford  are  virtually  nil.

It  will  be  soon  that,  as  usual , Joaford  enjoyed  ezcollont  climatic 
conditions  during  1953.  Tho  total  number  of  hours  of  sunshine , 1848 .9 , 
’•■.ias  only  36  hours  less  than  tho  previous  years  high  total,  and  there  was 
0  total  of  265  sunny  days.  Tho  sunshine  during  tho  year  averaged  over 
5  hours  per  day.  There  vjore  no  excessive  variations  in  temperature ,  the 
mean  tomperaturo  in  January  and  December  being  just  above  42^F  and  that 
for  July  and  .august  being  just  over  61^F.  The  rainfall  was  low  and 
evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year, not  reaching  a  total  of  3'^  in
